oE Mrs. Olympia Brown, of lEaome- 
against A. L. Phillips and others, elec- 
tion inspeotors for the second ward of 
that city. The supreme court reverses 
the order of Judge Wmelow, of the cir- 
cuit court,-.and remands* tha oauaofor 
further proceedings according to law. 


This, in effect, denies Mrs. Brown Ihe 


ballot for other than school officers. 


The plaintiff, a woman of lawful age 


and 8 citizen of this state ani long a 
resident of the second ward [of the city 
of Racine, claimed the right to vote un- 
der and by virtue of chapter 211, laws Of 
1S83, and, aoqordinRly offered to vote in 
tbat ward at the last annual municipal 
election in Ithat city tor candidates for 
tha respective offices of mayor, city 
olerk and comptroller, aldermen ondjju- 
pervisors. The defendants, as inspect- 
ors ot;such election lor that ward, re- 
fused to receive her vote or allow her to 
swear it in. The action is to recover 
55,000 damages sustained by reason of 
such refusal. 


It was contended on the part o! tbe 


inspectors that the chapter under which 
such right is claimed ia wholly inopera 
live, becaute it was never spopted as re- 
quired for an amendment to the constitu- 
tion by article 12 of the constitution 


On the part ot the plaintiff it waa con- 


tended that, under another article of the 
constitution, it was competent tu extend 
by law the right of suffrage to women, if
